ITS PRESENT STANCE TOWARD GREECE, DRAMATIC CONSEQUENCES COULD 

POLLOW. PRESENT GREEK ADMINISTRATION WOULD BE PACED 

WITH CHOICE OP GOING TO WAR OR BEING OVERTHROWN. HE 

SAID KEY TO PROBLEM NOT IN NICOSIA OR ATHENS BUT LIES 

WITH ANKARA MILITARY. I SAID USG EULLY AWARE GOG POSITION 

AND GREATLY APPRECIATED THEIR CONTRIBUTIVE APPROACH. I 

ADDED WE HAD IN PACT CLEARLY INDICATED TO GOT OUR GROWING 
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CONCERN WITH PAILURE TO PUT CEASEFIRE EULLY INTO EPPECT. 
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3. CARAMANLIS ALSO TOLD ME HE INCREASINGLY CONCERNED
